the radio waves at broadcast frequencies over this northern path with 
the absorption over paths farther from the magnetic pole. Special emis- 
sions have been arranged from several European and South american broad- 
cast stations. They also advise that they shall be glad to have the Dx 
fans measure the field intensities of these transmissions and report 
then direct to theme A schedule of stations participating in these tests 
followsi-~ : 


The South American stations will transmit each Thursday morning in 
January from 2:00 to 3:30 Aww, EST on the following frequencies: LS 
830; Lad 990, LR1 1070 and L&Z 1190 kes. -- 


Fractically all of the European tests are already completed, howev~ 
er on Friday morning, January 17 there will be a test from Kootwyk, 
Netherlands, 160 kes., using 120 Kw from 1:00 to 2:40 A.ii., EST. Also 
on the sane date there will be a test from London Regional, Great Brite 
ain, 877 kes., using 50 kw between 1:00 and 3:00 A.lie, ESTs These two 
tests will conclude the European portion of these svecial test programs. 
Other stations from Eurove that participated in these tests were athlone, 
Ireland, sost rarisien and Radio-Maroc, i‘oroccoe 


Tith the above information,-we have given you the solution to the 
South Agerican tests wiich have been on the air during the past three 
Thursday mornings. ~e ope that you will all avail yourselves of this 
opportunity to tuhe in these foreignerse Reception reports from all over 
the country, indicate that the South American broadcasts have all been 
a tremendeous success, hence we suggest that you do not pass up this 
jolden opvortunity of hearing these programse ‘je want to express our 
deedest gratitude to ‘alt Birch for having sent us this information.
